Gasoline In July Ex­ 
ceeded 794,000,000 Gallons. 
Washington. Nov. 
4.—Reports 
on 
gasoline consumption in July, when 
consumption was the highest ever re­ 
corded, indicate the enormous volume 
of traffic our highways are now car­ 
rying. 
The departm ent of the interior re­ 
ports that the domestic demand for 
gasoline during July was 794,030,8*2 
gallons. The bureau estimate* that at 
least 85 per cent of this amount was 
used for motor vehicles, and since 
15,552,077 vehicles were registered en 
July, the average tinily consumption 
was 1.4 gallons per vehicle. 
Assuming that the average motor 
vehicle gets ll miles per gallon of 
gasoline, the total daily mileage made 
by motor vehicles traveled a greater , 
mileage than do all of the passenger 
trains in the United Staets in an en­ 
tire year. 
The improved roads that 
have already been constructed must 
have saved motor owners millions of 
dollars in the m atter of gasoline con­ 
sumption alone.

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HURRICANES ARE 
SUMMER FEATURE 


As Ancient in Origin as 
Ocean and Continent. 


Washington, D. C.— Solomon might 
have add»d to the four things which 
he ‘knew not," the mysterious way of 
a hurricane over sea and land, for lit­ 
tle was known of the workings of 
weather until a generation or so ago. 
Now science has learned what tills 
super-wise 
king 
found 
too 
difficult, 
so that the Atlantic coast was fully 
warned 
against 
the 
storm 
which 
lashed It from Florida to New York 
the latter part of August. 
Summer hurricanes anil the condi­ 
tions that cause them are subject of 
tho following bulletin from the Wash­ 
ington (I). C.) headquarters of the Na­ 
tional Geographic so ciety : 


Summer Event for Ages. 


"The so-called West Indian hurri­ 
canes that cripple a Gulf of Mexico 
city or an Atlantic coast port every 
so often are probably es ancient in 
their origin as the Atlantic ocean and 
the North American continent," says 
the bulletin. 
“They are the creatures 
o f atmospheric temperature and pres 
sure, and variations in these In turn 
are caused by the sun heating down on 
the expanses of Atlantic water and the 
land mass of our continent. 
The drat 
such storm on record devastated parts 
of Cuba In 1404. 
"Annually, between July and Octo­ 
ber. about 
ten hurricanes are horn 
som ewhere east of the Caribbean sen, 
usually to sweep westward then north­ 
ward, and finally back nort beast ward. 
their paths forming pretty accurate 
parabolic curves. 
The primary fac­ 
tor In the births and careers of these 
storms is believed to be an area of 
high atmospheric pressure or ‘high,’ 
that 
exists 
practically 
permanently 
over the Middle Atlantic. 
Tn other 
words, a great blanket of heavy, slug­ 
gish air lies continually over this area. 
Along Its southern edge in the trop­ 
ics little swirling disturbances occur 
which are the seeds of possible hur­ 
ricanes. 
But there Is a certain In­ 
fant mortality among these stormlets, 
especially In winter and spring. 
Then 
the Atlantic ‘high* extends in a broad 
hand on into ti e North American con­ 
tinent, forming 
111 effect a fence of 
heavy air which the s.onus carmot 
pass.

"But.

warmed up the land the ‘high’ with­ 
draws to Its ocean home, jutting out 
like an air peninsula toward America. 
T h e atmosphere over the land becomes 
an area 'or shifting ‘highs* and ‘lows.* 
It Is as though an atmospheric foot­ 
ball 
game 
were 
In 
progress. 
The 
new ly born storms of the tropical At­ 
lantic regions seek. because of the gen­ 
eral drift of the atmosphere, to move 
northward. 
The ‘highs,’ whether sta­ 
tionary or in motion, furnish the In­ 
terference which they must dodge. Tile 
w eakest place In the defense is be­ 
tween 
the 
permanent 
mid-Atlantic 
*hlgh* and tho American const. 
Most 
tropical 
hurricanes, 
therefore, 
move 
east to avoid the mid-ocean barrier, 
and then dash northward well east of 
the coast. 
Cinco around the end of 
the ‘high’ they su in g northward and 
continue on even Into Europe, 
"Some of tho storms do not have 
such plain sailing 
If the Atlantic 
‘high’ extends farther westward than 
usual, the 
disturbances must swing 
over the land to round the end. 
It is 
upon such rather infrequent occasions 
that the Atlantic const suffers as It 
did in August.

C. L. Mc Nelly, a Minnesota county 
agent, has made stark silage for four 
seasons 
on

McIntosh, 
Minn,, and recommend* it in prefer­ 
ence to bundle fodder corn. 
He makes 
tilt* stack about 20 feet in diam eter 
ami 20 feet high, keeping the center 
lower than the outside until the top is 
rear tied when it should be tilled full. 
The bundles must lie distributed even- 
over the surface with tile butts 
laid to tin* outside. 
During the winter the top of the 
stack is kept covered with a foot or 
two of wild hay which can lit* thrown 
hack as the silage is taken off. 
In 
order to prevent extreme freezing this 
covering should he replaced after the 
day's feed has been thrown down. 
Corn preserved in this way will rot 
in for about eight Inches on the out 
sitle of th** stack, Hut tis the butts of
